Fifteen vears ago, one Jdm Fatim^, Frmc&^mm, thm 
'ScTvmt to oiy Lord Qdpeper, got a fall, which 
caufed' him a heavy paia io tiie Breaft for a while* A- 
month after , he being a fliooting, a Mufquetdid burfl 
in his hands, which gave fo %dolent a recoyie againft 
his Right fide, that it made him fpit blood immedi- 
ately, and continued for fix months. One year after 
he began to feel a pulfation on that fide, and then lie 
fpit blood again, which continued ever fince, but 
only in the Spring and the Fall. He bled likewife 
by the Nofe twice a year, for a month every time* 
About four years ago a tumour began to appear under 
the Right Neeple, which growing by little and little, 
came at laft to an extravagant bignefs , and made 
him fo uneafy in his breathing, that he begged tX3s 
have it opened, which no body being willing to do, 
he ufed fome emollient ointments upon it fof hisown 
accord J which made the skin fo thin, that at laft it 
broke 5 then he fent for Mr Lafage, in hopes of 
help, but at the fame time the Aneuri(ma broke fud- 
denly, fo that when Mr Lafage can^, he found him 
dead. Hereupon he defired to open his Body, 
which being granted, he found firft, that two of the 
Cartilages of the Ribs were worn off, by the conti* 
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nml puiratiofi of the tumour j part of tlie Sterouin 
booe was alfo were off by the farDc canfe. 

The dilatation of the Artery l^gan precifely on 
its Trunc neit to the Heart, before it clivideth it felf 
into the '^frcoding aod defcendiog Truncs ^ and tho 
there is I -if \ Ittle place^ yet it did dilate it felf fo 
exceilivel), -ibt the Mg did fill up the' whole ca- 
vity of rlie Aliorax or the righc fide ; and prefled' the 
Lungs Co mml% that they were rkreby much diminifliVf:: 
the Ba;^ by the outfide did adhere to the Mediafti- 
nuti: to the Diaphfagtna, the Pleuraj> and to the 
Sternum in which it had digged two great holes, fo 
ftrong was the Impultlon. Tae iofide of that Bag was 
lined almoft all over with bony Lwamio^^ fome lar- 
ger, fome leller, like fo many fhells. The heart was 
mightily relaxed, infomuch that it was twice as large 
as it ought to be* 

One thing that deferveth a confideraiion is, that a- 
toong the Fibres of the Heart there were Ibnie ftones, 
like them which are Ibm^times found in the Lungs of 
&:rophulous ]^>dies* 

Mr Lafam l^epeth all thefe parts (taken out of the 
Body) in his Houfe^ and will ftiew chem to thofe wk> 
may defire to fee them^
